'  The  peoples  of  the  Soviet  Hhibn  and  the  bthfen  socialist  obun- 
tiles  as  well  as  all  of  progressive  mankind  are  celebrating  as  a  joyful 
holiday  the  91st  anniversary  of  the  birthday  for  the  teacher  and  leader 
of  the  world’s  workers,  the  fbbi|der  of  the  Comraunist  Party 'and  the 
Soviet  State,  Vls-dimir  n’ioh  Lenin.  And  on  this  remarkable  date  our 
nation  has  come  intb  a  lialo  of  glory— our  nation  for  the  first  time  in 
history  had  accomplided  the  first  flight  of  a  cosmic  ship  with  the  first 
cosmbnaut- pilot,  the  Soviet  citizen,  Nfejor  Yu.  A.  Gagarin. 

Time  passes  quickly.  With  unforeseen  speed  world  history  is 
advancing.  Each  year  in  all  countries  and  in  all  continents  many  new 
events  are  occurring  which  catch  the  attention  of  millions.  And  all 
that  is  in  fact  great  and  progressive  today,  and  all  that  furthers  peace 
democracy  and  socialism  is  irrefutably  linlced  i-iith  the  name  of  lonin  vho 
is  the  inspired  tiiinlzer  and  revolutionary  leader,  and  tlie  fighter  for 
the  happiness  of  all  workers  and  suppressed  peoples  of  the  world.  The 
teachings  of  Lenin  who  saw  into  the  very  essence  of  our  epoch  disclosed 
the  means  for  resolving  the  imminent  tasks  and  gave  his  life  to  the 
solution  of  these  tasks;  he  is  the  standard-bearer  in  the  fight  of  the 
working  class  and  the  broadest  masses, 

Sometiraes  people  who  are  generally  well-disposed  to  the  Soviet 
Ihion  and  to  socialism  ask:  if  nothing  in  the  world  is  eternal  and  all 
is  in  flux  as  l-ferxian  dialectics  teaches,  then  is  it  possible  to  pre¬ 
serve  iferxism-Leninism  eternally?  Really  isn’t  it  possible  to  create 
something  more  perfect  than  Marxism-Leninism? 

The  clear  answer  to  this  question  was  given  by  Comrade' N.  S. 
Khrushchev  in  a  conversation  with  K.  A.  Abbas,  the  Indian  i\rriter,  in  I960.

this  is  a  booklet  which  is  full  of  friendly  feeling  for  the  Soviet  Union, 
the  course  of  the  conversation,  as  Abbas  says,  Comrade  Khrushchev  xras 
given  a  question  on  whether. he  considers  Marxism  as  the  highest  and 
final  stage  in  the  social  sciences  or  on  the  other  hand  would  admit 
•  that  Iferxism  also  tiay  undergo  changes,  development  and  be  transformed. 

Comrade  IGarushchev,  as  Abbas  writes,  ansxrered  hisi  that  Marxism 
is  a  developing  system  of  ideas,  that  Iferl  Marx  naturally  could  not 
foresee  in  every  detail  the  process  of  socialist  construction  and  then 
the  bxiilding  of  a  communist  society.  But  he  did  shoxT  the  basic  direction 


in  the  development  of  society  according  to  the  way  of  progress,  Iferx 
and  Lenin  not  only  proved  that  socialism  ^rill  replace  capitalism  and  that 
tlie  class  antagonisms  in  society  vjrill  be  replaced  by  a  classless  society, 
a  society  of  free  and  equal  xrorkers,  but  tliey  also  pointed  out  the 
desired  path  to  attaining  this  great  goal  through  the  winning  of  poli¬

But  llarxism,  no  more  than  life,  does  not  stand  still.  The 
[Marxists  have  never  thought  of  their  teaching  as  an  aggregate  of  fixed 
dogmas;  rather  they  see.,  in  ‘it  a  creative  developing^  teaching  xjhich 
has  been  called  upon'  on  the*  basis  of  the  discovered  laws  to  provide 
the  scientific  answers  to  the  fxindamental  questions  of  the.  modem,  age 
and  to  serve  as  the  faitliful  and  reliable  leader  for  revoluttbna^  ac¬ 
tivity  and  for  the  transfomatxon  of  tlie  old  world  and  the  .  creation  of 
a  new  coiMunist  society,  “Our  theorj'’  is  not  dogma,  but  a  guide  Itoe 
for  action,., There  is  no  abstract  tnitli,  truth  is  always  concrete 
These  theses  have-not  been  worn  out;  they- i/ill  always  and  infleicibly  be 
followed  by  the  founders  of  I'larxismi 

The  laws  of  social  development  which  wem  discovered  by  liar:c, 

Engels  and  Lenin  can  never  become  old.  They  may  be  made  mote  exact, 
developed  or  concretized  in  one  or  another  thesis  of  Marxist  theory; 
they  may  be  enriched  on  the  basis  of  disclosing  new  e:q)erience  through 
new  and  very-  important  discoveries,  as  did  V,  I,  Lenin  for  example  in 
tlie  era  of  imperialism.  The  general  objective  laws  of  social  develop¬ 
ment,  however,  which  concern  the  histoiical  character  of  social-econo¬ 
mic  formations,  the  historically  transitional  nature  of  capitalism  and 
its  inexorable  replacement  by  coimaunism,  the  decisive  role  of  the  masses 
in  history  and  the  inevitability  of  social  revolution— all  of  these,  - 
they  cannot  become  out-dated  and  nothing  can  replace  them. 

It  was  namelj''  Lenin  after  Marx  and  Engels  who  gave  the  great 
eicample  of  the  creative  understanding  and  development  of  Marxism,  Our  . 
Communist  Party  which  was  fostered  and  trained  by  lenin  has  always  and 
is  following  the  advise  of  its  teacher  and  leader.  The  ,20th  and  21st 
Congresses  of  the  CPSU  /Communist  Party  of  the  Soviet  IMion/,  all  of  the, 
activity  of  the  Leninist  Central  Committee  CPSU,  and  the  other  Ma^st- 
Leninist  parties  and  the  conferences  of  the  Coimri'uiiist  and  workers  par-

Lenin  and  Leninsim  were  and  remato  the  clearest,  most  penetra¬ 
ting,  inspired  and  general  ejpression^ersonification  of  our  epoch,  tlie 
epoch  of  transition  from  capitalism  to  socialism  and  communism.  Any 
person  who  is  seriously  and  profoundly  studying  the  fundamental  world 
shaking  problems  of  the  modem  age  again  and  again  return  to  lenin.  One 
returns  of  course  not  simply  to  the  quotation  from  Lenin’s  works  as  imagine 
the  ideologues  of  the  bourgeoisie,  but  rather  to  liis  eternally  alive 
teachings, '^to  his  ideas  which  have  been  tested  in  life  itself,  and  to 
his  dialectical  method;  this  is  the  life-giving  soul  of  Marxism- lenin- 
'ism. 
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Lenin  appears  b^fbi^  the  whole  t-rorld  as  a  great  thinker  with  his 
view  into  tlie  future.  In  continuing  and  creatively  developing  the ^ 
teachings  of  llarz,  Lenin  discovered  the  laws  of  iitiperialism  which  is 
decaying  and  dying  capitalism.  And  really  isn't  tJae  entire  history  w 
capitalism  over  the  last  6o  years  with  the  two  world  wars  which  imperi¬ 
alism  caused  and  the  tremendous  amount  of  victims  and  then  the  birth 
of  fascism  with  its  brutalities,  mass  graves,  AuschxriLtzes »  gas  chambers, 
and  the  execution  of  millions  of  peoplei-really  are  not  all  these  ^d 
other  fanaticism  and  butchery  of  imperialist  reaction  support  fOr  the 
main  conclusions  of  Lenin  thatimperialism  is  decaying  capitalism  which

The  principal  development  of  heavy  industry  which  is  the  leading 
and  determining  field  of  tiie  entire  national  economy  remains  ahead  in 
the  general  line  of  our  economic  development.  The  new  feature  here  is 
that  in  having  attained  the  present  stage  in  the  developnent  of  Indus- , 
try  which  produces  the  means  of  production  and  defense  ,  the  Soviet  Union 
may  ever  more  divert  its  personnel  and  materials  to  the  development  of 
light  industry  and  agriculture  in  the  aim  of  satisfying  the  growing 
material  consumer  demand.  An  increase  of  consumer  well-being  in  the  , 
most  basic  fashion  tells  upon  tlie  growth  of  labor  productivitji  on  the 
improvement  of  product  quality  and  on  the  shortening  of  the  time  in- 
'volved  in  the  construction  of  communism  in  the  USSR. 

It  is  a  secret  to  no  one  th^i.the  imperialists  in  carrytog  on  the 
arms  race  have  not  given  up  and  are  not  going  to  give  ^  up  the  intention 
of  carrying  out  aggressive  actions  against  tlie  socialist  countries.  In 
doing  this  they  are  becoming  fabulously  wealthy  on  the  aims  race  and 
are  trying  through  the  aims  race  to  escape  the  industrial  crisis.  The 
enemy  has  and  is  forcing  the  socialist  nations  to  spend  more  funds  on 
defense  so  that  socialism  could  not  rapidly  provide  for  an  increase  .

But 
now  when  the  whole  world  has  risen  and  is  afire  and  when  ever  higher 
aspire  the  wills  of  the  national-liberation  movement: in  Asia,  .Mrica 
and  Latin  America,  the  liberation  from  the  yoke  of  imperialism' and  from 
colonialism  in  a  nTmiber  of  countries  can  be  achieved  by  a  united  na¬ 
tional  front  tilth  the  aid  of  not  only  non-peacefd.  but  also  peaceful 
means  of  struggle ,  In  a  number  of  these  nations  there  is  still  not  even 
a  working  class  and  therefore  it  is  not  a  question  of  the  proletarian 
dictatorship.

The  fall  of  the  colonial  system  is  being  completed  under  the  blows  of  , 
the  national- liberation  movement?  the  majority  of  nations  in  Asia* 
the  Near  and  Far  East  and  Africa  have  won  political  independence,  Bie 
position  of  imperialism  is  becoming  ever  more  shal<y  in  Latin  America 
as  well.  Imperialism  is  also  confronted  with  an  acute  crisis  in  its 
oxm  metropolitan  area  XThere  the  organized  workers  movement  is  attacking 
it  and  where  there  is  activity  from  the  communist  parties  and  other  de-? 
mocra tic  forces  which  have  been  strengthened  and  tempered  in  the  fight* 
Under  these  pox^erful  blows  the  vrorld  capitalist  system  is  headed  for 
inevitable  defeat. 

Of  course  American  imperialism  is  noxj  all  the  same  very  strong. 
Although  it  will  give  u.p  one  position  after  the  other  and  its  specific 
weight  in  the  economics  of  the  capitalist  xjorld  is  decreasing,  it  con¬ 
tinues  to  remain  the  main  economic,  political  and  military  force  of 
world  imperialism  and  the  strangler  of  tlie  people’s  freedom.  Giving  , 
a  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  National  Committee  pf  the  American  Com¬ 
munist  Phrty  in  Januaiy :  of  this  year,  Comrade  Gus  Hall  correctly  pointed  , 
out:  "There  is  the  tentacle  which  threatens  the  people  of  the  Congo  . , 
in  their  di-ive  for  unification  and  at.  the  same  time  ijiipedes  the  liqui¬ 
dation  of  colonialism;  there  is  tlie  tentacle  which  gives  military  assis¬ 
tance  and  sets  war  afire  in  Laos  or  supports  the  colonial  -pmers  in 
their  desperate  attempts  to  hold  on  to  their  colonies;  there  are  the 
tentacles  which  support  dictators  and  in  essence  tlxe  whole  system  of 
discrimination  against  the  negroes;  there  are  the  tentacles  which  are  . 
concealed  behind  privileges,  the  sireat  system  and  high  taxes ;  . there 
are  'the  tentacles  which  support  the  generals  xrho  are  in  favor  of  imme¬ 
diate  war  and  the  arms  race— all  of  tliese  tentacles,  although  they  are 
felt  in  various  levels  of  the  people  and  in  various  parts  of  the  world, 
in  essence  stem  from  one  body,  from  American  monopolistic  capitalism," 

American  imperialism  is  the  backbone  of  viorld  capitalism.  Even 
the  most  insignificant  imder-estimation  of  the  aggressive  role  in  Ameri¬ 
can  imperialism  and  its  possibilities  is  fraught  vrith  serious  dangers 
for  the  xTOrld*  "The  course  of  international  events  in  recent  years," 
emphasizes  the  Declaration  of  the  Conference  of  the  Representatives  of  . 
Communist  and  ‘.forkers  Parties,  "has  provided  many  proofs  that  American 
imperialism  is  the  main  support  of  world  reaction,  "Uie  international 
police  force  and  the  enem;'"  of  the  peoples  of  the  entire  xirbrld," 

At  the  same  time  it  would  also  be  incorrect  to  pver-estiraate  the 
strengtli  of  American  imperialism.  Under  the  conditions  when  in  the  world 
arena  the  sx:ing  of  forces  from  capitalism  to  socialism  is  becoming  ever 
more  perceptible,  when  the  forces  of  peac®  outweish  -ttio  forooo  of  -mo.!-.

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ILS  the  ISiited  States  esqoeriences  the  most  severe  economic  disturbances 
that  the  problem  is  not  one  of  siniply, miscalculations  and  mistakes  of 
one  or  another  government,  but  rather  one  of  the  inciarable  defects  in  the 
social  system  to  which  this  nation  belongs* 

The  more  far-seeing  representatives  of  “Big  Business”  and  the 
ruling  circles  of  tiie  USA,  evidently,  understand  the  serious  political 
consequences  in  such  a  situation*  Tliey  are  attempting  to  find  the  means 
by  which  they  can  can  prevent  the  unfavorable  development  of  events.

In  the  socialist  nations  to  considering  the  concrete  x  conditions 
to  their  development  and  on  the  basis  of  the  international  socialist 
division  of  labor,,  xre  are  noxr  to  the  process  of  creatijig  the  most  ra¬ 
tional  and  scientifically  based  strxictxire  for  industry.  For  ewnple, 
Poland  and  Hxnigary  have  created  anexr'*  the  machinery  construction,  ship- 


buildiilg,  and  the  automotive  industries j  in  Rmania  the  production  of 
petroleum  equipment  and  the  chemical  industry;  in  Bulgaria,  machinery 
constuction  "and  ferrous  and  non-ferrous  meta'llurgy;  in  East  .

Along  with  the  development  of  the  Old  ^d  newly  created  fields 
of  industry  there  is  also  occurring  a  change  in  the  proportion  within 
the  industry  by  .the  means  of  a  plamed  setting  of  .  a  defined  re^tion  in 
the  rates  of  development  for,  indi'^ciyal  fields.  Machinery  build^g  is 
developing  at  higher  rates  which  provides  for  the  rearming  of  all  toe 
branches  of  toe  national  economy  and  for  technological  propefs.  Gross  _ 
production  in  the  machinery  construction  industry  increased  in  19o0  in 
comparison  with  1957  in  the  USSR,  Poland,  Czechoslovakia,  East  Germany, 
Rumania  and  Bulgaria  by  1,4-1.7  times.  In  comparison  wito  1950t  pno-, 
duction  in  machinery  building  increased  in  I960  in  Po^d  by  8.3  times, 
in  Rumania  by  almost  6  times,  and  in  Bulgaria  by  6,8  times.  In  China, 
from  1950-1958,  the  production  of  machinery  building  rose  hy  41  times, 
and  in  North  Korea  from  1954-1959,  by  13  times.

The  socialist  transformation  of  agricxature  and  the  rise  in 
its  productive  forces  is  going  on  simultaneous]^  with  the  expansion  and 
strengthening  of  the  Eiaterial-teclinical  base.  Particularly  serious 
quali-bative  and  quanti-fcative  advances  in  the  creation  of  the  matorial- 
teclinical  base  for  socialist  agriculture  have  been  achieved  in  the  last 
three  years,  3h  the  agriculture  of  the  USSR  in  1957,  there  were  1^35,000 
tractors  (computod  per  15  hp,),  and  in  I960  there  x^rere  1,921,000;  -that 
is,  the  nxxmber  of  tractors  increased  by  33/^*  In  the  Chinese  People *s 
Repxjblic  the  n-umber  of  tractors  rose  since  1957  by  almost  3,5  times.

possible  to  carry  out  i-rork  which  is  difficult  even  for  the  consolidated 
farms.  The  organization  of  inter-cooperative  and  state-eooperative 
enterprises  penaits  more,  profitable  construction  and  i-dth  lesq  e:^endl- 
tures  to  raise  and  feed  the  cooperative's  cattle,  and  to  carry  out 

the  m-processing  of  agricultural  products.
